THE WEAL OFWOMEN.
MANY CLUBS IN WASHINGTON TO

PROMOTE IT.

Tlioro Ar« tlio Wimoduughslg and the Pro
lie Nut a, iui Well us u Score of Others.
AH Harmies*. Useful and Interesting,
llntiiocles' Sword.

Washington, May 81..Wiiuodaugh-

sis is a fiaio antl imposing word. It is not
Chippcwny, as a Minnesota man mightthink at ilrst sight, nor yet Meuoinineo
or of any other Indian tongue. It is tho
purest kind of Anglo-Saxon, though
very much compounded, us will present¬ly appear, aud is tho namo of tho best
known women's club in Washington.There arc, howover, nt least a dozen
other women's clubs of which ouo can
find tho offlcinls and learn something of
tho history mid objects, besides a num¬
ber of minor societies. In truth, then,
there is no other placo in the countrywhero women uro so oxtensivoly organ¬ized as in this city, which is only what
ouo might expect, for this is tho center
of all organization, and tho city lives
on it, and so tho talent for that sort of
thing Is wonderfully dovoloped. There
is a local branch of tho Woman Suffrugo
association, as woll as of tho W. C. T.
U. There nro all sorts of organizationsfor charity and education, and in addi¬
tion the Travel club, tho Short Story
club, the Isabella association, tho Pro
Ro Nata club and many others, but let
ns first consider tho interesting Wimo-
daughsis.

Original, but Not Ahorlglnnl.
Tho idea was first conceived by Miss

Mary Desha, sister-in-law of Colonel
W. C. P. Breckinridge, and her idea
was an orgiuiization which should ho
tho samo for women as tho S*. M. C.
A. is for men. Sho called to her aid
Miss Emma M. Gillette, attoruoy-at-law of 802 F street, and they consulted
Miss Susan B. Anthony, who BUggostod
a very exteusivo plan of education and
caro for all thoso women who uro in
Washington without home ties. So.
early in 1800, these two, with MissAde¬
laide Johnson, Miss Fanny N. Edwards,
Miss Eliza T. Wood, Miss Lucy E. An¬
thony, niece of Susan B., and tho Rev.
Anna EL Shaw.the local wits entitled

them tho Seven Wise Women.organ¬
ized tho club. After considering a great
variety of names derived from Greek,
Latin and the modern tongues, they
took the first sound of each of tho four
relations held by woman.namely, wife,
mother, daughter and sister.and there¬
from compounded tho truly original,
though apparently aboriginal, title of
Wiinodaughsis. It was a happy conceit.
Having been occasionally compelled to
coin a word myself, I regard their no¬
tion as quite a stroke of genius.
Tho constitution declares the objects

of the society to be mutual improve¬
ment, tho education of woman in politi¬
cal science especially and in almost
everything generally, providing a pub¬
lic parlor, reading room, library and
gymnasium, as woll us a meeting place
and starting point for ladies visiting
the capital and generally a woman's
homo and social exchange. Roy. Anna
EL Shaw was tho first president, and the
membership rapidly increased to near
400, but at tho annual meeting a few
days ago Mrs. Ruth G. D. Havens was
elected president and Miss Fanny Ed¬
wards secretary. Tho board of directors
is elected by tho stockholders, and these,
who may be called contributing mem¬
bers, live in almost every state. Among
thorn uro Susan B. Anthony, Mrs. E. C.
Stunton, Miss Cluru Barton, Mrs. Clara
B. Colby, Miss Laura M. Johns of Kon¬
gos, Dr. Caroline M. Winslow andmanyothers eminent in the arts and profes¬
sions The society extended its work
so rapidly that it soon had classes in
nearly all tho languages taught, as well
as in drawing, tk ? lsarto method,
sowing ami elocution, and it is now

running five chisf.es in French, two in
Spanish and two in German. It has
purchased line bnildiug and largo lot
at 132s I street, facing Franklin park,
for which it still owes a considerable
debt, and incidentally it may bo added
that any one who wants to contribute
$5 for a worthy object can thereby se-
curo the benefits of membership whilo
visiting Washington.

I'rum Art to Oressiimklng.
When tho society had covered almost

the (uitire field of women's interests, tho
inevitable trouble coxae.tho troublo
which always comes to such socioties
and in Washington more thunelsowhore.
Tho changes in tho departments nro usn-
ally so sudden and unexpected and tho
disappointments of placo Beckers are so
many that there are often hundreds of
women thrown out of employment.
Their natural resource is to such a so-
cioty as this, not so much for money
help.in fact, that is very raro.as
for help in getting places. This kind
of work had to bo given up entiroly sim¬
ply because it would nave exhausted tho
timo und energies of all the members.
The National Wonnui Suffrugo asso¬

ciation has rented tho parlors of the
Wiinodaughsis for its meetings, but the
society, as Buch, takes no stiuul on the
suffrugo question. All tho rooms are
rented to various organizations for stat¬
ed moetingB, which do not interfere

",. ......

with the classes. Not the least interest¬
ing of the latter is tho class in journal¬ism, taught by Miss Lncy Leggut, which
was very successful, she naively says,
so long as slio could keep it from de¬
generating into a moro class in Englishcomposition. Tho Delsarto class also
has doneing lessons, and tho parlors aro
usod for that purpose, Mrs. Eleanor
Mutlock, who has been tho society's
agent for soliciting contributions, says:"Wo aro neutral in politics and reli¬
gion, and Washington women aro not
very much excited about tho suffrageanyhow, for tho men cannot voto hero,and so wo aro all on an equality. As to
money, wo havo bat a 6cnuty revouuo
from the rout and dues of tho members,
hut wo need much more, bccmiso there
is so much» moro that wo ought to do.
Lot tho ladies of tho country know that
when they como to Washington theywill bo warmly wolcomed hero and can
use our parlors to xnako up thoir littlo
parties for shopping and sightseeing.This is a general purposo socioty and
deals with everything that will help
women, from high art to dressmaking.''

It Tli nks Ahead of Time.
Tho Isabella association was named,

of course, for tho queen and began its
studies in Spanish history and literature
by way of preparation for tho World's
fair. It had a hotel at Chicago duringtho fair, and its original intention was
to toko a very active part, bnt when tho
board of lady managers was provided
for this association retired from that
field. It had, however, already raised
tho money and ordered a statue of Isa¬
bella, made by Harriot Hosmcr. This
was not completed in timo for Chicago,
but was sent to California for exhibition
at tho Midwinter fair. One of tho prin¬
cipal promoters was Mrs. Lucia E.
Blonnt, who, when the occasion for ex¬
alting Isabella was passed, organized the
Pro Re Nnta club. Her husband, Mr.
Henry Blount, is a man of great wealth,
and tho meetings of this club aro usu-
ully held at their country residence, a
famous old place known as "Tho Oaks, "

on tho heights beyond Georgetown.
The name of this club is a puzzle.

We know what pro ro uata means in
Latin and tho law phrase, and havo a
cloudy kind of notion what it nicans in
theology, for it is ono of tho nicknames
applied to mi offshoot of the old Cove¬
nanters which found Scotch predesti-
narianism entirely too mild, and bypicking out the strongest phrases from
that and the tenets of the synod of Dort
succeeded in framing a confession
which outhypers tho hypcr-Calviuists.
But what does pro ro uata mean in a
ladies' club? Miss Emma Gillotto saysit means "for tho nature of things,"but ono of tho ladies of tho club saysthey understand it to mean "thinkingahead of our time." I suppose, there¬
fore, tho object of the club is to investi¬
gate matters too far advanced for popu¬lar discussion.

Tho Travel Club.
I am confirmed in this view by tho

fact that ono of tho most active mem¬
bers is Dr. Ella S. Marble, who has had
tho management of a ladies' gymnasticclub and is an advocate of many re¬
forms in that line. Of quite a different
sort is tho Travel club, which was organ¬
ized and is to a great extent managed
by Mrs. Mary A. Lockwood, at whose
house a number of very bright women
meet ovcry second Monday. Still an¬
other is tho Short Story club, of which
Mrs Lusanuo Crandall is president.
Its object is to encourage and bring out
young writers, and as a matter of courso
it has to wade through a fearful mass of
"guff" and listen to some very tedious
productions, but by all accounts it
sticks to its work heroically and has
brought out somo very fair writers,
Mrs. Mary E. Griffith is president of
the local W. C. T. U., which is unusu¬
ally active at present and contains some
of the brightest women in Washington.They aro particularly well posted on the
law, and tho least hint in congress of
any change brings them down on tho
committee with a force that cannot bo
resisted They know ovcry weak point
in tho saloon keepers' legal defeii.se and
have lately won somo notable victories.
Tho Legion of Loj-al Women, of

which Mrs. Ruth E. Blasland was presi¬
dent till she left thu city a few days
ago, numbers ,00 members. Tho Wom¬
en's Press ohth is also spoken of as flour¬
ishing, but here, as elsewhere, tho hard¬
est workers on tho papers do not belong
to it Mrs. Bolva A. Lockwoud is presi¬
dent of the Washington branch of tho
Peaco and Arbitration society, and tho
only American woman of tho Bern
Peaco association. She is ono of tho fivo
who constitute the American peaco bu¬
reau. These aro but a few of very many
women's organizations hero, for if ono
should mention all tho societies for art,
religion, charity and general culture
tho mero names would make a tedious
list The circle of which least is known,
though many hear of it is tho so called
Washington club, which is supposed to
bo a sort of committee for tho local Four
Hundred and to havo a mysterious po¬
tency in deciding who is and is not ,in
society. It is spoken of with a sort'of
owe as a truly formidablo body.

Minor Clubs.
So far tho clubs of note. But what

shall bo said of tho scores of organiza¬
tions among tho women workers in tho
departments.their reading circles and
musical parties, thoir combinations for
religious purposes or mutual help, their
littlo dramatic societies, thoir talking
groups and even thoir progressive
euchre clubs? Thoir namo is logion.
There aro thousands of women in the
government service, hundreds moro en¬
gaged as clerks »uid typewriters and
scores working as editors, correspond¬
ents and local reporters. And then
thero aro tho stato associations, of which
overy stato largely represented hero has
one, und at most of thoir meetings tho
women are hi a largo majority. In short,
Washington is tho paradiso of women,
provided 01 ly that their positions aro
securu. Bat thero is tho causo of con¬
stant anxiety, for over tho head of al¬
most every woman employee hangs the
threat of dismissal like tho ever trem¬
bling Bword of Damocles suspended by
a single hair. J. lt. Beadle.
